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Preface 


The best Indian sciences, religion, philosophy, drnmas 
literature politics and epics are the productions at the 
Mabanshis. These are intellectual giants like the Huna 
lay an Mountains and all others in the world are pigmies 
before them. The why of this may not be known to ns, but 
ihe facts are there. Works, therefore, from the brains of 
the Mahan shiS stand unrivalled and they are colhssal in 
nature. Maharishi Jaimim is a great intellect and his sutras 
are very valuable I make no apology to introduce them to 
the public m the simplest, English garb. The sutras will and 
have to speak for themselves They are more than ftv* 
thousand years old and valuable to command attention and 
respect from all classes of readers, Indian or To reign Tfafl'e 
which have stood brilliantly for B or 10 thousand years old 
without losing their brilliancy are real intellectual gem whiob 
everybody should covet to possess These five thousand years 
instead of diminishing their lustre, have added further bnlli 
jmey to the sutras. The commentators have done invaluble 
service and all their extensive interpretations and clear argu- 
ments, cannot be incorporated or embodied n short notes of 
mine If they are to be assimileted Into the real explana 
tions of the sutras, the bulk of the present volume would 
increase by ten fold and cause tremeodous discouragement to 
the students who would like to pursue tb* easiest way, and 
learn something of Jairmni sutras, which have b-en sealed 
letters to the Tngllsh knowing public Even the great ''ans. 
Vrit scholars bod the sutras hard nuts to crack and often 
they give them up for want of patiencei devotion and tech 
nlcal difficulties in the way. I have been only a student in 
Astrology and kindred sciences, although I have had 55 years 
of study and practice. Astrology is a grand ocein, contain- 
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ing four hundred thousand stanzas or verses, and require s 
certainly centuries for its grasp and comprehension. After 
all our brains can take in only a few stanzas from the exten- 
sive literature, but for brilliant intellects, a knowledge of the 
few fundamental principles, will enable them to grasp the 
sciences and make good progress in the course of a few 
years I have done my best in this English Translation, 
and 1 leave the readers to judge of my honest labours in 
propounding sutraic principle'. Within my humble know- 
ledge none of our learned scho'ars seem to ha\e taken the 
trouble* or made attempts to translate these aphorisms of 
Mahansbi jainuni and I am proud to say I am the first in 
the field of translation to have undertaken this difficult task. 
Constructive criticisms are always welcome and I shall be 
grateful to them who offer such observations. Destructive 
criticisms must be treated with supreme contempt. One who 
is not an adept in a subject will be a sony critic. He can be 
left alone. 
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An Introduction to the valuable Jairainuutras will bs an 
uncalled for luxury The profundity and brevity of these 
sutras have called forth the highest admiration from all 
readers during the last fifty centuries My pen is too 
humble to do them justice or bring their majesty before- the 
public m that dignified form in which the on.twl sutras 
stand m Sanskrit They eloquently speak for their intrinsic 
value- To frame short sutras with comprehensive mean- 
ings is not given to ordinary mortals Maharishis of Araya 
vartha alone have framed sutras . None else could do them 
No one has done them in the world It requires not only the 
command over the Sanskrit language but it also requires 
consummate scholarship in the Science of Astrology and 
kindred subjects to frame sutras The readers should parti 
cularly remember that Jyothtsha in Sanskrit means light and 
the r ense which sees and feels the light It is the clear 
Vision of the Vedas Of the Vedic Bhadangas this is the most 
important. Without the help of Jyotisba, Vedas would ba 
blind We want clear Light over all our events, past, 
present, and the most desirable future What other sciences 
can pretend or have pretended to do this service for mankind 2 
From where and from what previous states of existence 
have we come ? What will be our success and failures in the 
p esent state and where are we going to live after the separa- 
tion of /«m from the Deha or the Life from the physical 
structure? What are our thoughts, deeds and aspirations «n 
this life/ and how far do we succeed in our aims and (S what 
manner can we do so? Do the planets influence ne and are 
we directed under their command? If not, what have they t 0 
do with us ? How do they exercise their influences over tisj 
and bow can we correctly calculate them and guide our 
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destinies m their light, averting evils and enhancing good 
Who are the most famous writers on Astrology, and what 
are their pretentions 5 Are there any other sciences which 
can help us >□ these directions ? 

All these and many more pertinent and reinvent questions 
are asked both by believers and non believers of this science 
Such questions are no doubt very important and are to the 
point I am proud to saj that almost all -such relevent or 
irrelevent question? on Astrology and remedies proscribed 
by Astrology and Dhaimasastras, have been clearly and 
convincingly answered by me in my Introduetton to the Study 
of Astrology »« the Ligh'of Modern Sc tenets The Introduction 
extends o\er 78 pages of closely printed matter and I must 
refer my readers 10 that for fuller details and information* 
Jaimmi«utras ha\e not been translated into English by any 
body ia India, so far as my knowledge goes Neither is it 
so very easy to translate «utras into proper English The 
meaning 0 f a small sutra sometimes may be developed into 
stont printed volume English language is incapable of 
framing sutras and much less for their b*ing translated into 
concise and short sentences In it; present form and cons* 
truction the English language is quite unfit for framing 
sutras Thes* sutras are profound scholarly and unique in 
their composition an! defy all competition They comprehend 
a vast amount of knowledge in the shortest forms possible and 
ba\e been frame 1 graciously by Mahanshi Jsimtm, for the 
ben»fit of the world He openly ijs so In the end of these 
sutras th“ author rematl s that a l that he hat written is 
quite tru“, as th-se trut v s have b^en propounded by the still 
earlier ilaaanshts Pitir alia or Brahma, Vyita, Parzsara, 
Vas sta, Girg* Bhrigu Surya, Chandra, Brihaspatht, Sultra, 
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M ahanshi has explained the Astrological principles, will 
surely make the students masters m this line 

The sutras being short and sweet can easily be committed 
to memory and this is the greatest advantage Sanskrit 
sutras possess over other languages in the wo Id I have 
quoted the original sutras in the transliteration system so 
that those who know Sanskrit may exsily follow the sutras 
and my translation and notes and correct any mistakes, 
which may have crept into my translations either through 
ignorance or oversight 1 have given the original Sanskrit 
words and have explained them in easy Lngl sh as I have 
understood them Sanskrit alone commands sutras We 
have Brabmasutras or Uttara Mimamsa by Vyasa, Jaimini 
sutras or Poorva Mimamsa Grihyasutra* Vyakarana^utras, 
and other sutras on various subjects by Mahanshis Such 
wonderful display of sutras is quite peculiar to Sanskrit 
and I have not heard of the existence of such a system of 
sutras in any other language m the world 

Those who are better scholars than myself in Astrology 
Astronomy, Sanskrit and English may point out my inaccu 
racies correct them for the benefit of the world and thus 
earn not only my gratitude but also of the cultured huma 
mty in general Since this translation is the first of its kind 
in the field on Jaimimsutras I reccmmend this work to all 
lovers in astrology Those who do not believe in Astrology 
Will do well to read the translation and apply (he principles 
to their own horoscopes and see how beautifully the results 
agree with the positions of planets Puty to s-ienca and 
literature requires every sensible man, v ho has the good of 
humanity at heart, uot to neglect any 1 ranch of knowledge, 
'without fair rnd reasonable trials We bar e no reason to 
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Manchi, Pal*ha, Pulisa, Maya and other eminent scientists. 
The treatment of the different Bhavas, Rasis and Planets 
will be found a little confusing id the beginning but with some 
patience, diligence and practise the peculiarities of bis system 
readily yield themselves to our comprehension and enable ns 
to read the full horoscopes in the light in which jaimini has 
explained them for our benefit. He gives various Lagnas, 
Hora Lagna, Gbatika Lagoa, Upapada Lagna, Varnada 
Lagna and so forth His Disas are mostly founded on Rasis 
and Navamsas The calculations backwards and forwards for 
odd and evtn signs trouble the reader to some extent. The 
extent of Da«as differs from the ordinary conceptions as 
explained by the general principles of Astrol^y. Constell- 
ations have not b*en given prominence Brahma, Rudra and 
Mahes^ara Das^s are peculiar in these sutras While the 
language is graceful, tie interpretations are taxing, difficult 
and stiff A vast arncuot of geaer*I knowledge is n-eded for 
the proper interpretations and comp eheasion of these sutras. 
It is asserted by so e that jaimmisutras extend over 8 
Adh>3yas I have seen cnly four and have not come across the 
rest I am on the look i ut for them and by chance I may hava 
the good Kck to disco\er them tn some old pilace or private 
libraries* I shall trans’ate the other two Adhyayas at an early 
date The two Adhyayas, I have now translated, are complete 
in themselves and will be found to be ol the highest *\aIueto 
the Students in astrology The masterly way in which the

of various treatises and the Epic Jaimtni Bharala, he is tht 
famen* author of Poorva Mimjmsa Sastra, and these able 
aphorisms in Astro'ogy called after bi3 name as the Jatmsnt- 
rui rat- The Mabausbis. so far as their intellectual develop- 
ment was concern’d, stood altogether on an nniqne pedastal 
nnapproacbed by any other authors in the world They 
expand'd their mMIects not by ordinary study, patient labour 
and devotion bnt by the mystic processes of Ycga. Thus 
expanding their mental vasion by a p« nliar process still 
unknown to the greatest Scholars of th» present day, they 
were ab’e to gra>p the cans-s and effects of the cel’sttal and 
terrestrial posaom'ai with the greit'St ease and on a scale 
o r uude'.tindmg and comireh-asioa of facts at which the 
p'e^en' g*a'ratioos, stand surprised and wonders'ruck. Taka 
Miha ishi VeUvyasi tu- great gTand-sou of Vasnsta, the 
grand soa of Sikti, the son of Parasara and the faih*r of 
Mahanshi Shjka who is held in the highest esteem by the 
greit Rashis themselves for h s piety, Brahmtgnana, and 
unalloyed punty of life. Yy>a has written 13 Parana* including 
the Slab bharata, ecclo lai tee immortal Bhagavadgita, 
great Sidihanta after his name on Astronomy, several works 
on Astro’ogy and the most profound BraAmajutras, called 
Uttara Minx visa* To is colossi! col]*etion o* literature 
relating to all branch's of human knowledge stands as a 
monument to the grandeur of his glomus intellect and it will 
be a real snrp-i*- to tue cultured public, if any other name in 
the wyld con’d hr eompartd to this intellectual giant. In 
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be the meaning , and I can as c ure my readers that in the 
translation of these difficult sulras 1 have taken the greatest 
care lo bung out the correct meaning of the Mahansbi in his 
inimitable work the J imtmsvtras. Everyone cannot compose 
a sulra 4 sutra, to be a sound one, mast have certain 
characteristic features and unless these cond lions are satisfied 
they cannot piss muster under the bending of a sutra In 
English, so far as my humb'e knowledge and practical 
experience go, it looks impo sib’e to fram* a sutra as the 
Sanskrit authors have compo‘eJ and conceived it The 
defects of languages cannot be «et right, by odioary men 
and it is hopeless to make such attempts Jammu through 
his great sympathy and love for the p*op’e framed these 
sutrai and they have to be interpreted on certain principles 
which the Sanskrit writers have laid down for our guidance 
and education The bnevity of a sutra is its distinguishing 
feature, and it can easily be committed to memory even by 
the ordinary students Somehow or other, Sanskrit language 
seems to have a close affinity to strengthen and improve 
memory H»ve we ev er seen an advocate or a judge who is 
able to repeat a few sections of any legal book? Is there any 
English knowing person who can repeat a play of Shakespeare 
or a few pages of any dictionary’ lo Sanskrit, Dasopamshads 
are easily committed to memory There are Daivedts *ud 
Thmtdis who easily commit to memory one, two and three 
Vedas and repeat them with an ease wh ch surprises the 
hearers. There are many who have committed to memory the 
Sacskut lexicon “Amara” and quote its stanzas offhand 
with the greatest ease. Bhagavata, Bharata, Ramayana and 
other extensive works are easily committed to memory. 
Katyas an 1 Ivatxkis, Epics an! Dramas form no exception. 
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Astrological literature, whether it be astronomical calculation 
or astrological Phalabhaga, has been committed to memory 
and I can repeat more than 2 or 3 thousand slokas, without 
any paper or pencil The discussion of the learned Brahmin 
Pandits, is a source of great delight to the audience They 
bring neither books, nor notes, nor papers, nor any references 
when they coma for great assemblies wrcere their knowledge 
in the several branches of Sanskrit will be tested and where 
they receive due rewards The greatest Indian Pandit has 
hardly anything which desetves the name of a library, where 
as the poorest equipped English reader kee s up a deoent 
library. Are not then the head* of thesi Pandits more 
valuable than the herds of tho greatest English »cho ars 
who have to refer to books for constant renewal of their 
memories?

I was born on Tuesday, Ratbar 
saptami in Magba of the Cyclic year Rakshasa, on 12th 
February 1856, at about 14 ghatis after Sunrise or midnooa 
at Chicacola in the Ganjam District and the following is my

My father most gladly accepted the al* 
tered name and to his surprise and that of my good mother, I 
was alright on the 5th day of my birth My father was called 
Gopala Row. He completed 125 lacs of Ramanamas with his 
Own hand and died on Gokalfstaml held sacred to Sri Krishna 
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and my mother was called Rukmici, the name of the sacred 
w, fe of Krishna At 12 ’ clock in the nooo, the San is most 
Powerful and the time goes under the special name of Abhijifl 
Moohurta, and Abhi/tt Sarva Doshaghnam or that noon time 
w bich cuts and cures all e\il influences- K notable incident 
occurred to me in my 5th jear, which has influenced all my 
life to a considerable extent. My first Aksbarabhyasa or 
beginning of education began in my 5th year at Parlakimidi 
where my father was Dewan to the Raja. 

On that memorable night, I slept with my father, aud 
had a wonderful dream I was taken to Suryaloka to the 
presence of the glorious Sun, and made to sit on his lap. 
His spouse Chayadevi gave me Payasam (wheat preparation 
With milk and sugar) and some fruits and rnjde me eat them. 
After showing great Io\e and kindness Surya put his hands 
on my head, patted me on my back and pronounced the 
blessing, that I would live lo g, have many children, become 
a learneu and great man, would write many books and 
become an author, events which have been most wonderfully 
verified I am now in my *77th year, with a brain as clear 
and vigorous as it was when I was 3Q or 35 > ears, and I have 
completed 67 books on various subjects, including my History 
of Viiavjnagzr, she Hcv,r-To~Bs- Forgotten Empire. I 
awoke and related my dream to my father, who hid already 
•anticipated some idea of my future greatness. In my boyish 
days 1 was extremely intelligent, and possessed an admirable 
memory, coupled with a strong and piercing intellect Bat as 

U often happens with intelligent boys, I was irregular

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in attendance at school, careless of my studies, fond of running 
jumping and other athletic exercises, and was mischievous to 
a considerable extent. AU the while I felt I would become a 
great man and a scholar, and even challenged my teachers with 
this idea when they found fault with my irregular attendance 
and want of attention to my lessons While I was m the 
Senior B. A class, in the Central College at Bangalore, Mr.
